The chemists in the 
Paris municipal laboratories have shown 
that tomato jelly is adulterated with 
turnips, and powdered pepper contains a 
largo admixture of powdered hardtack." 


It is submitted\our adulterators have 


not reached this point, and in their palm- 
iest days would not dream of attempt- 
ing to actually poison' thoir customers. 
People may be getting ^something not as 
good as they suppose they are paying 
for and may have'worked'off on them 
perhaps some brand for another, but 
genuine itself'as far as the purity was 
concerned, and may have bought in good 
faitli some articles of provender damp 
ened by accident so to speak, or in some 
lines of special mixtures paid for some- 
thing inferior to what was alleged su- 
perior, but if this German paper tolls 
the truth, foreign 
food 
adulterators 


have reached a point calling for the ear- 
liest attention of all governments. Let 
our agricultural department get 
busy 


and keep busy under our new law.
